Don Dwiggins 
Father Dies 


Clare Victor Dwiggins, fa- 
ther of Mirror News Avia- 
tion Editor Don Dwiggins, 
died in North Hollywood on 
Oct. 26 at the age of 84 after 
a long illness. 

A 65-year veteran of news- 
paper cartooning, Mr, Dwig- 
gins began his career as a 
chalk-plate engraver with 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
in 1893 and in 1900 he joined 
the staff of the New York 
World, where he produced 
“School Days,’ a half-page 
Sunday cartoon feature that 
later ran in more than 100 
daily and Sunday newspa- 
pers. 

Other features by Dwig, a 
signature familiar to millions 
of readers, were “Tom Saw- 
yer and Huck Finn,” “Nip- 
per” and “Bill’s Diary,” 
which appeared in The 
Times before World War II. 

In addition to his son, Mr. 
Dwiggins leaves a daughter 
and three grandchildren.

A foreign body in the eye 
an annoyance that de- 
mands first-aid “know-how.” 
To prove it, proceed as fol 
lows 

1—Attempt to locate the 
foreign body, Pull down the 
lower lid and look inside, In 
spect the eyeball carefully; 
having the light come from 
the side is often helpful. If 
you can't locate it, it is prob- 
ably under the upper lid and 
will be more painful when 
you blink 

2—Try to wash it out first 
if materials are available, A 
simple eyewash solution in 
an eyecup or medicine drop- 
per often floods out stubborn 
particles. Eye drops, or a 
quarter teaspoonful of table 
salt or boric acid to a glass 
of cooled boiled water may 
be used. A drop of castor oil, 
olive oil or mineral oil in the 
eye may help. 

3—If the foreign object is
